Report  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Managers 

When  the  Board  of  Managers  answered  the  call  for  the 
records  of  1908  they  met  as  mourners  for  the  great  sorrow  which 
had  befallen  our  President  and  today  he  is  again  absent,  but  we 
trust  he  may  return  in  time  much  benefited  by  the  rest  and 
change  from  the  arduous  duties  to  which  his  earnest  life  is  always 
calling. 

This  day  we  meet  to  answer  for  the  year  1909  and  while 
there  is  no  other  record  of  death  of  any  member  of  the  Board 
there  is  call  for  anxiety  and  sympathy  for  our  beloved  Mrs.  Hurl- 
but,  the  eldest  member  of  this  Board,  who  lies  helpless  and  in 
great  suffering  from  an  accident  which  occurred  the  week  of 
Thanksgiving. 

Throughout  the  year  the  great  topic  of  interest  has  been  the 
building  of  the  New  Nurses'  Home  and  at  times  there  has  been 
much  confusion  on  account  of  necessary  changes  especially  those 
as  to  the  rooming  of  the  nurses,  but  they  have  accepted  all  cheer- 
fully looking  to  the  better  days  which  now  seem  to  be  near. 

The  furnishing  of  the  Home  is  now  in  charge  of  a  committee, 
who  will  without  doubt  have  all  in  readiness  for  the  completion 
of  the  building. 

A  very  inadequate  conception  of  the  work  of  the  past  year  and 
the  outlook  for  the  present  is  best  brought  to  notice  through  the 
following  condensed  recital  of  the  work  of  each  committee,  which 
only  can  be  included  in  this  yearly  report  going  to  our  friends — 
the  public — hoping  thus  to  convince  them  that  it  is  the  effort  of  all 
that  money  shall  be  wisely  and  carefully  expended  so  far  as  it  comes 
within  the  domain  of  the  Board. 

The  name  Inspection  Committee  signifies  the  work  apportioned 
them  and  the  twelve  ladies  comprising  the  same  have  been  exceed- 
ingly busy  during  the  year.  • 
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The  constant  looking  for  the  minor  needs,  such  as  repairs  from 
wear,  tear  or  breakage  is  in  itself  of  great  importance,  and  when 
reported  to  the  Superintendent  are  always  given  attention  so  far 
as  in  his  power.  The  desire  to  lessen  expenses  in  every  way, 
though  ever  looking  for  the  betterment  of  those  in  the  Hospital, 
has  given  much  thought  and  consideration  to  the  committee,  espe- 
cially as  to  the  food  served  to  the  patients  and  the  manner  of  serving. 

As  all  food  once  served  to  a  patient  can  in  no  way  be  used 
when  removed,  the  quantity  served  should  be  carefully  looked  after, 
and  if  possible  the  wishes  of  the  patient  as  to  the  food  prepared  for 
them  can  add  greatly  to  their  comfort. 

For  this  the  nurse  must  in  a  way  be  responsible  and  the  man- 
ner in  which  this  may  be  accomplished  is  still  a  matter  not  as  yet 
arranged  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  concerned,  though  the  present 
requirements  planned  for  the  nurses,  it  is  hoped,  will  do  much  to 
help  in  all  respects  and  the  future  may  bring  a  satisfactory  solution 
of  the  still  unanswered  problem. 

The  Linen  Supplies  Committee  spend  the  most  of  their  time 
solving  an  arithmetical  problem  requiring  each  month,  as  it  were, 
an  enlarged  and  unabridged  multiplication  table.  It  is  quite  im- 
possible for  an  outsider  to  gain  any  idea  of  the  enormity  of  the 
work  required  to  keep  supplies  on  hand  and  in  order.  The  linen 
supplies  must  be  furnished  by  the  thousands,  the  cotton  by  many 
more  thousands  and  many  hands  do  not  make  light  work  in  the 
stock  and  sewing  rooms,  and  without  good  and  faithful  employes 
that  work  could  not  be  accomplished  which  the  Committee  are  glad 
to  recognize  as  most  satisfactory  under  present  arrangements. 

Not  a  year  passes  without  assistance  given  by  the  ladies'  so- 
cieties of  different  churches  in  finishing  articles  from  material  fur- 
nished which  always  helps  to  relieve  the  work  of  the  sewing  room 
and  is  much  appreciated. 

The  Flowers  and  Entertainment  Committee  in  their  plans  to 
make  beautiful  and  attractive  the  Annual  Graduating  Exercises  and 
that  the  holiday  decorations  of  all  kinds  shall  be  for  the  pleasure 
and  happiness  of  those  who  are  not  able  to  enjoy  those  days  outside 
the  Hospital  have  shown  great  interest,  and  well-earned  success 
always  follows  their  efforts. 

The  outside  surroundings  of  the  Hospital  have  been  given  the 
greatest  care  and  the  labor  by  which  the  results  have  been  made 
evident  each  year  are  much  to  the  credit  of  the  Committee. 
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The  outlook  for  this  year  is  for  still  more  plants,  flowers  and 
other  matters  in  the  way  of  gardening. 

The  Library  Committee  reports  eight  hundred  volumes  now 
on  their  shelves  for  the  use  of  the  doctors,  nurses  and  other  em- 
ployees as  they  desire.  The  Nurses'  Medical  Library  is  also  sup- 
plied with  all  books  necessary  for  their  research  work.  Beside 
this  having  received  many  donations  of  regular  magazines,  and  also 
various  small  donations  brought  to  the  Hospital  each  month,  we 
are  able  to  keep  patients,  as  well  as  employees,  well  supplied  with 
every  day  reading  matter. 

The  duties  of  the  Donation  and  Invitation  Committee  are  in 
a  way  clerical,  but  most  essential,  as  they  are  depended  upon 
to  furnish  the  necessary  work  for  the  printers,  which  comes  back 
to  them  for  distribution,  including  all  arrangements  for  the  gradu- 
ating exercises,  the  annual  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  entertain- 
ments. 

Besides  this  the  careful  watch  which  must  be  kept  of  dona- 
tions, large  or  small,  for  special  use  in  the  Hospital,  in  order  that 
each  shall  be  suitably  acknowledged  and  distributed,  makes  detail 
work  most  elaborate  and  for  this  the  Committee  endeavors  to  meet 
all  demands. 

The  monthly  reports  of  the  Visiting  and  Relief  Committee  have 
shown  most  emphatically  the  great  increase  of  benevolent  work 
during  the  past  year  through  the  faithful  and  earnest  labors  of 
the  Visiting  Nurse,  who  was  first  appointed  during  the  year  1908. 
The  work  is  now  systematized,  showing  how  much  has  been  done 
in  various  ways  for  the  comfort  and  help  of  the  patients  in  the 
Hospital  and  at  their  homes  after  leaving  the  same,  and  having 
gained  their  confidence  has  done  much  for  their  future  welfare  and 
happiness.  Something  of  this  the  record  of  December  will  show 
better  than  words: 

"There  were  106  calls  made  at  the  homes  of  patients  in  the 
Hospital  or  for  their  benefit  otherwise.  110  ward  interviews  with 
patients,  and  21  patients  referred  to  other  organizations. 

"More  than  one  deserted  wife  with  a  babe  in  her  arms  has  been 
cared  for,  home  and  board  for  the  child  secured  and  work  for  the 
mother — these  items  making  manifest  the  work  which  the  name 
of  the  Committee  implies." 

The  Kindergarten  Committee  report  that  various  changes  in 
the  Children's  Ward  have  disturbed  the  weekly  visits  of  the  young 


ladies,  which  have  always  been  a  timely  relief  to  those  in  daily  and 
hourly  charge  and  afford  great  pleasure  to  the  children. 

The  unexpected  resignation  of  the  head  nurse,  whose  labor  in 
her  department  was  most  efficient,  was  a  great  disappointment  to 
the  Committee,  but  the  place  is  now  most  satisfactorily  filled. 

Several  weeks  of  quarantine  was  a  very  disturbing  condition, 
but  fortunately  a  few  days  before  Christmas  this  was  removed,  so 
that  the  festivities  of  the  day  were  outlined  as  usual. 

The  Kindergarten  work  will  never  cease  to  be  of  great  interest 
to  all  caring  for  the  welfare  of  the  little  ones. 

Thus  the  Board  of  Managers  lay  aside  the  records  of  1909 
and  with  cheerful  hearts  and  willing  minds  enter  upon  the  duties 
of  the  new  year,  feeling  assured  that  with  the  ever  zealous  co- 
operation of  our  Superintendent  and  his  assistants  much  of  good 
work  may  be  entered  upon  the  records  of  1910.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent 

Cleveland,  Ohio,  January  ist,  ipio. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Lakeside  Hospital, 
Gentletnen: — 

I  beg  to  submit  a  report  of  the  work  done  at  Lakeside  Hospital 
for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1909. 

The  average  attendance  for  the  year  at  the  Hospital  was  209  pa- 
tients, an  increase  of  1 1  patients  per  day  over  the  preceding  year. 

The  total  number  of  days  of  treatment  was  76,335,  an  increase 
of  3,747  days. 

The  number  of  days  of  free  treatment  in  the  open  wards  was 
34,374,  as  against  33,485  in  1908. 

The  total  number  of  visits  made  to  the  Dispensary  during  the 
year  was  41,023,  an  increase  of  3,635.  There  were  19,832  prescrip- 
tions written  and  8,722  surgical  dressings  done.  The  total  number 
of  days  of  free  treatment  given  in  the  wards  of  the  Hospital  and  at 
the  Free  Dispensary  was  75,397  days,  an  increase  of  4,524  days  over 
last  year. 

This  past  year  has  surpassed  all  preceding  years  in  the  cost  of 
operation.  The  high  cost  of  all  food,  surgical  and  medical  supplies, 
and  labor  has  resulted  in  a  large  increase  in  the  Hospital  expenses. 
The  receipts  from  pay  patients  has  increased  sufficiently  during  the 
past  year  to  oflfset  the  increase  in  expenses,  thereby  leaving  the  net 
Hospital  operation  deficit  exactly  the  same  as  last  year.

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This  year  will  represent  a  notable  one  in  the  progress  of  the 
Hospital — new  buildings,  added  facilities  for  the  clinical  teaching  of 
students  and  nurses,  and  the  advent  of  new  features  of  work  never 
before  undertaken  by  Hospitals  so  far  as  we  are  able  to  learn.  Early 
last  spring  work  was  begun  upon  the  new  addition  to  the  Nurses' 
Residence,  which  is  still  under  process  of  construction,  but  will  be 
completed  about  April  1st,  1910.  The  added  accommodations  pro- 
vided for  in  this  new  building  will  bring  the  capacity  of  the  Nurses' 
Residence  to  138  rooms.  It  is  expected  that  a  room  will  be  pro- 
vided for  each  head  nurse  and  each  pupil  of  the  Training  School. 
This  addition  included  another  story  added  to  the  original  Nurses' 
Residence,  making  a  uniform  building  of  brick  with  fire-proof  con- 
struction 200  feet  by  40  feet  and  five  stories  high,  containing,  besides 
Dormitory  accommodations,  lecture,  recreation  and  dining  rooms, 
and  a  separate  kitchen. 

For  many  years  the  accommodations  for  the  nurses  have  been 
inadequate.  The  growth  of  the  Hospital  made  it  necessary  to  in- 
crease the  number  of  nurses,  from  time  to  time,  until  every  bit  of 
space  available  in  the  Hospital  has  been  appropriated  for  the  use  of 
the  nurses.  Consequently  they  have  been  scattered  about  the  differ- 
ent buildings,  which  has  made  it  extremely  difficult  to  maintain  close 
supervision  over  all  the  nurses  of  the  School. 

It  was  Mr.  Samuel  Mather,  President  of  the  Trustees,  who 
recognized  the  great  need  for  concentrating  the  pupils  and  gave  the 
money  for  building  and  equipping  this  magnificent  structure. 

Another  new  building  has  been  erected  this  year  to  be  used  as 
an  entrance  and  waiting  room  for  visitors  to  patients.  This  building 
is  located  on  the  east  side  of  the  Hospital  grounds  and  connects  with 
the  central  corridor.  The  entrance  to  the  building  is  off  Lakeside 
avenue,  near  14th  street  N.  E.  We  have  also  provided  an  entrance 
into  this  building  for  nurses  and  Hospital  employees.  It  is  so  ar- 
ranged that  the  latter  pass  into  the  Hospital  through  the  basement 
to  their  dressing  and  rest  rooms,  and  do  not  appear  on  the  floor  of 
the  Hospital  in  coming  and  returning  from  work. 

It  is  carefully  estimated  that  nearly  four  hundred  people  pass 
through  the  new  entrance  daily,  thereby  relieving  the  Administration 
Building  of  the  confusion  and  noise  which  heretofore  has  been  un- 
avoidable, as  that  was  the  only  entrance  provided  at  the  time  the 
Hospital  was  built. 

To  Mr.  E.  W.  Oglebay,  Trustee,  are  we  indebted  for  this  new 
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addition,  he  having  recognized  the  great  need  for  a  separate  entrance 
for  visitors  and  employees  and  furnished  the  money  for  the  construc- 
tion and  equipment  of  the  same. 

Work  was  recently  begun  to  enlarge  the  capacity  of  the  Dispen- 
sary. Space  for  two  rooms  w^as  appropriated  from  the  Waiting 
Room,  one  room  to  be  used  as  a  Clinical  Laboratory  and  the  other  as 
an  Additional  Examining  Room  for  the  Medical  Clinic.  The  Lab- 
oratory is  to  be  equipped  with  modern  laboratory  apparatus,  and  the 
work  for  all  clinics  will  be  done  in  this  room  by  Dr.  C.  L.  Cummer, 
a  former  house  physician,  recently  appointed  to  the  position  of 
Assistant  Clinical  Microscopist.  There  is  also  to  be  added  an  office 
for  the  Clerk  of  the  Dispensary  and  his  Assistant.  All  histories  and 
records  of  patients  will  be  filed  in  this  room  and  an  elaborate  card 
index  system  introduced.  It  is  believed  that  these  changes  and  im- 
provements will  greatly  improve  the  facilities  for  teaching. 

The  spirit  of  giving  money  for  special  purposes  seems  to  prevail 
among  the  friends  of  the  Hospital,  and  it  was  Mr.  L.  C.  Hanna,  of 
the  Trustees,  who  provided  the  funds  for  these  improvements  in  the 
Dispensary. 

In  my  report  last  year  I  made  an  appeal  for  the  equipment  of  a 
shop  for  the  manufacture  of  braces  and  apparatus  for  the  correction 
of  deformities  of  children,  at  the  Hospital.  This  appeal  was  quickly 
answered.  On  March  15th  we  had  our  shop  ready  and  an  experi- 
enced man  engaged  for  this  work.  The  results  obtained  have  far  ex- 
ceeded our  expectations.  The  demand  for  apparatus  was  so  great 
that  we  found  it  necessary  to  engage  a  second  man  in  order  to  supply 
the  demand.  The  character  of  this  work  appeals  to  many  and  we  have 
received  during  the  year  many  inquiries  concerning  the  fund  for 
carrying  on  the  work.  The  majority  of  apparatus  made  here  is  given 
to  the  patients,  they  being  in  most  instances,  unable  to  pay  anything. 

The  public  can  scarcely  appreciate  the  benefits  the  poor  children 
derive  from  the  skill  of  our  physicians  and  the  apparatus  furnished 
them  without  cost.  Supposed  hopeless  deformities  have  been  per- 
manently corrected. 

We  are  striving  to  get  in  touch  with  all  cripples  in  the  city  and 
ask  the  various  organized  Charities  to  acquaint  us  with  the  names  of 
any  cripples  that  come  under  their  notice,  so  that  we  may  give  them 
an  opportunity  to  be  cured  of  their  deformities. 

There  has  been  no  feature  of  the  Hospital  work  that  has  given 
more  satisfaction  to  us  than  that  of  the  Visiting  Nurse.    The  work 
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has  become  more  systematized  and  with  the  cordial  co-operation  of 
the  various  Organized  Charities,  Juvenile  Court,  Humane  Societies, 
and  the  Legal  Aid  Society,  we  have  been  able  to  accomplish  much 
good. 

A  summary  of  the  Visiting  Nurse's  report  for  the  year  is  sub- 
mitted below : 

Report  of   the   Visiting  Nurse,   Eleven   months:    February  to    December,    1909. 
By    Miss  Alice   Ranney. 

During  the  eleven  months  since  we  entered  upon  the  work  of  Social  Service  to 
Lakeside  Hospital,  we  have  called  upon  337  patients  in  their  homes,  and  have  made 
1,343  calls.  We  have  made  1,699  calls  upon  patients  in  the  Hospital  wards,  51  pa- 
tients have  been  accompanied  to  their  homes  or  to  the  train,  326  patients  have  been 
brought  to  the  attention  of  other  organizations  in  order  that  their  special  material, 
medical,  or  social   and  educational   needs  should  be  cared  for. 

The  social  conditions  which  we  meet  and  with  which  we  are  called  upon  to  deal, 
are  many  and  varied.  In  the  Hospital  wards,  we  find  mothers  with  homes  and  children 
sadly  neglected  in  their  absence, — possibly  a  widowed  or  deserted  mother,  whose  chil- 
dren are  dependent  upon  the  care  of  a  kindly  meaning  neighbor  who  "looks  in  on 
them"  as  she  can  get  time  from  her  own  home  duties;  or  even  worse  is  the  condition, 
if  they  chance  to  be  left  in  charge  of  a  brutal  and  drunken  father.  We  also  find 
fathers,  and  sometimes  sons,  whose  illness  has  left  the  family  with  no  means  of  support; 
young  men  and  young  women  without  homes,  or  perhaps  a  long  distance  from  home, 
whose  illness,  having  thrown  them  out  of  employment,  leaves  them  without  funds  to 
provide  for  the  period  of  their  convalescence;  friendless  girls,  whose  great  need  is  to 
be  brought  in  touch  with  someone  to  advise  and  help  them;  men  and  women  of  ad- 
vanced years,  who,  in  the  evening  of  life  find  they  are  alone  without  family  or  friends 
upon  whom  to  lean;  and  not  infrequently  we  find  children  suffering  as  a  result  of  neg- 
lect,  ignorance   or   unsanitary  conditions. 

As  a  preventive  measure,  we  are  convinced  that  the  importance  of  following  pa- 
tients to  their  homes  after  they  have  been  discharged  from  the  Hospital  wards,  is  not 
over-estimated.  In  many  cases,  were  it  not  for  the  provision  made  for  home  treatment 
and  special  nourishment  for  the  patient;  and  proper  provision  made  for  the  family  for 
which  otherwise  the  patient  would  be  obliged  to  undertake  work  beyond  his  or  her 
strength,  before  having  fully  convalesced,  much  of  the  benefit  received  from  the  Hos- 
pital  treatment  would  be  undone  after  the  patient's  return  home. 

From  the  dispensary  we  visit  the  homes  of  patients  to  ascertain  material  circum- 
stances, social  and  sanitary  conditions,  to  instruct  and  arrange  for  home  care;  some- 
times to  re-assure  and  encourage  a  patient  who  hesitates  to  enter  the  Hospital  for 
treatment  as  advised  by  the  physicians;  in  many  cases  to  help  mothers  plan  for  the 
safe  care  of  their  little  ones  before  leaving  them  to  enter  the  Hospital. 

Always  we  find  that  each  case  must  be  dealt  with  individually  as  indicated  by  the 
physical  condition  and  requirements  of  the  patient  and  family  members  and  the  gen- 
eral condition  of  the  home  setting — sanitary,   material,   moral,  etc. 

A  fund  provided  for  the  purpose  has  made  it  possible  for  us  to  send  53  needy  chil- 
dren to  their  homes,  upon  their  recovery,  warmly  and  comfortably  clothed.  To  wit- 
ness the  childish  delight  of  these  poor  little  ones  over  a  pair  of  new  shoes,  a  new  coat 
or  a  new  dress  (possibly  the  first  new  one  they  have  ever  had),  is  one  of  the  real 
pleasures  of  our  work. 

The  Emergency  and  Relief  Fund  has  made  it  possible  in  a  number  of  instances  to 
make  the  work  more  complete  and  really  effective;  not  only  has  this  been  used,  in 
emergency,  to  provide  for  urgent  material  needs  until  the  Associated  Charities  or  other 
Agencies  could  be  brought  in  touch  with  the  case — but  to  provide  sick  room  necessi- 
ties and  appliances  to  make  it  possible  effectively  to  continue  treatment  in  the  home, 
and  also  in  special  cases  to  furnish  transportation  expenses  for  a  patient.  In  a  few- 
instances  a  small  loan  has  been  made  to  a  patient  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  in 
every  case  the  money  has  been  repaid.

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\Ve  await  with  keen  interest  the  results  of  a  work  recently 
begun,  whereby  our  pupil  nurses  will  receive  their  obstetrical  train- 
ing here  in  Cleveland  entirely  independent  of  any  Maternity  Hos- 
pital. 

The  matter  has  been  carefully  considered  by  the  Hospital  of- 
ficials and  the  Training  School  Committee,  and  a  fair  trial  will  be 
given  this  method  of  training. 

In  connection  with  the  Dispensary  there  has  been  for  several 
years  an  Out-Patient  Obstetrical  Department.  This  was  primarily 
introduced  for  the  teaching  of  medical  students.  The  number  of 
patients  in  this  Department  has  increased  rapidly  from  year  to  year 
until  it  has  reached  such  large  proportions  that  we  felt  that  our 
nurses,  who  have  been  receiving  their  obstetrical  training  in  the 
Lying-in  Hospital,  New  York  City,  could  receive,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  an  experienced  Obstetrician  and  a  nurse  trained  especially 
in  this  line,  a  satisfactory  training. 

Dr.  Arthur  H.  Bill  has  undertaken  the  work  of  giving  clinical 
demonstrations,  and  is  assisted  by  Dr.  G.  Bourne  Farnsworth,  grad- 
uate of  the  Harvard  Medical  College,  and  Boston  Lying-in  Hos- 
pital. Miss  Arabelle  Collins,  graduate  of  the  Boston  Lying-in 
Hospital,  and  recently  assistant  superintendent  of  the  Training 
School  at  that  Hospital,  has  been  engaged  as  a  Teaching  Xurse  for 
our  pupils.  It  has  been  arranged  that  both  a  physician  and  a  nurse 
accompany  the  nurses  to  the  homes  of  the  patients.  Each  patient 
is  to  receive  daily  calls  from  the  nurses  as  long  as  the  physician 
thinks  it  necessary.  In  addition  to  the  practical  work,  classes  and 
lectures  are  scheduled  at  the  Hospital. 

Although  this  work  has  been  in  progress  for  about  one  month 
we  have  reason  to  be  pleased  with  the  results  obtained  so  far.  If 
this  method  proves  satisfactory  we  believe  we  shall  be  rendering 
the  community  an  invaluable  service. 

We  are  meeting,  almost  daily,  as  in  all  new  departures,  diffi- 
cult problems  which  must  be  solved.  The  greatest  and  a  constant 
problem  before  us  is  to  find  places  where  children  in  families  can 
temporarily  be  cared  for  during  the  period  of  the  mother's  ill- 
ness. It  seems  to  me  that  one  of  the  greatest  needs  of  a  city  is  a 
Detention  Home  where  children  can  be  boarded  and  schooled  tem- 
porarily while  there  is  serious  illness  in  their  homes. 

The  working  affiliation  between  Lakeside  Hospital  and  Rain- 
bow Cottage,  which  has  been  running  now  for  two  years,  is  from 
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the  standpoint  of  the  Hospital  yielding  satisfactory  results.  Mak- 
ing use  of  the  dispensary  as  the  admitting  office  of  the  children  to 
be  sent  to  Rainbow  Cottage,  we  think,  has  proven  to  be  a  very  wise 
step. 

A  donation,  which  does  not  appear  in  the  Treasurer's  report  or 
the  report  of  any  special  Committee,  at  the  request  of  the  donor,  is 
a  sum  of  money  for  the  purchase  of  suitable  clothing  for  poor 
women  and  children,  who  upon  leaving  the  Hospital  are  found  to  be 
poorly  and  thinly  clad. 

It  has  given  me  much  pleasure  to  have  had  charge  of  the  dis- 
tributing of  this  fund  and  the  expressions  of  gratefulness  from 
those  who  have  received  the  benefits,  have  been  most  gratifying  to 
the  donor  and  to  me. 

I  am  pleased  to  say  that  there  have  been  no  changes  in  the 
personnel  of  the  Executive  Staff  during  the  past  year. 

I  wish  to  express  to  the  Trustees,  the  Lady  Board  of  Managers, 
and  the  Visiting  Staff,  my  appreciation  of  their  help  and  loyalty,  for 
their  advice  and  assistance.  I  also  express  to  those  associated  with 
me  in  the  Hospital  my  appreciation  of  their  loyalty  and  faithfulness.
